The Home-Going of 
Philip E. Howard, Sr. 


Philip E. Howard, Sr., has departed 
to be with the Lord, “which is far bet- 
ter.” He heard and answered God’s 
call to life work with Tue Sunpay ScHOOL 
Tres fifty-five years ago, in 1891. He 
heard and answered God’s call to “come 
up higher,” early Saturday morning, 
June 22, 1946, at the age of seventy-six. 
Mr, Howard had been President of The 
Sunday School Times Company since 
1903, when he succeeded Dr. Henry Clay 
Trumbull, who had been both President 
and Editor. 

Although his physical frame, in recent 


years, knew the limitations of failing 
health and almost total blindness, Philip 
E. Howard’s ,valiant spirit neither ac- 
cepted nor made excuse for inactivity. 
He kept abreast of current events and 
Christian news, and he followed with 
keen interest the affairs of THe SunpDAYy 
ScHoot Times, presiding at meetings of 
the directors and of the staff and coming 
regularly to his desk in the offices of 
the Times, although of late this was 
limited to two days a week. He per- 
severed in this, cheerfully and without 
complaint, until six days before he was 
confined to bed and approximately two 
weeks before his death. 


Philip E. Howard’s devoted family 
(two sons and two daughters, and eight 
grandchildren), his fellow workers at 
the Times, and his host of friends sor- 
row, but not as those who have no hope, 
in the loss of their beloved father, leader, 
and friend. But they also rejoice in his 
abundant entrance into the presence of 
the Lord, whom he loved and served.

is the loneliness of homesickness that 
comes upon us at times through being 
uprooted from home and friends. There 
is the loneliness of shyness among peo- 
ple who find it hard ever to be quite 
at home with others. There is the lone- 
liness of leadership: the captains of men 
lead, others follow; but there is an isola- 
tion about leadership making for lone- 
liness. There is the loneliness of sor- 
row: the particular bitternesg of our 
own heart that no one can share with us 
is productive of a peculiarly poignant 
loneliness. Then there is the loneli- 
ness of old age. The years pass, many 
we knew and loved are taken from us, 
the younger members of our circle have 
their own interests, and the aged are left 
to walk each in a growing loneliness. 
‘But there is an antidote for loneliness. 
Listen to our Lord, speaking to the dis- 
ciples just on the eve of Calvary: “Be- 
hold, the hour cometh, yea, is now 
come, that ye shall be scattered, every 
man to his own, and shall leave me 
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g@lione: and yet I am not alone, because 
the Father is with me” (John 16:32). 
“Alone... yet... not alone.” He was 
about to be deserted by His most inti- 
mate friends and delivered to His in- 
veterate foes, but the Father’s presence 
would abide. He would not be alone in 
soul. The cure of loneliness is the real- 
ized presence of God. 


Think of Jacob, in the bad books of 
his brother and compelled to flee from 
home. He was not like Esau, a roamer, 
but rather a homebody. But now he was 
off on a long journey, and, in the soli- 
tude beneath the stars, his first night 
away from the home camp, doubtless 
a sense of loneliness stole over him. In 
answer to that loneliness God spgke to 
Jacob in a dream, and said: “I am with 
thee, and will keep thee in all places 
whither thou goest ... I will not leave 
thee” (Gen. 28:15). 


To Jacob, worried and lonely, God in 
pure grace gives this assurance of His 
constant presence for his protection and 
blessing. We do not know how long or 
how well Jacob then carried with him 
the sense of the divine presence which 
came to him at Bethel, but we can see 
God was seeking to draw Jacob into a 
walk with Himself such as would dispel 


“all his fears and all his loneliness. 


Time after time in Scripture we find 
similar assurances given to men. To 
Moses, called into the loneliness of leag- 
ership, God says, “Certainly I will be 
with thee.” To Joshua He says, “As I 
was with Moses, so I will be with thee: 
I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee” 
(Josh. 1:5). David passes on the same 
assurance to Solomon, “Be strong and of 
good courage, ... for the Lord... my 
God, will be with thee; he will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee” (1 Chron. 28:20). 
When we turn to the New Testament 
a similar assurance occurs in the great 
commission. Following the command 
“Go” that required of the disciples a 
life of testimony before an unbelieving 
ahd hostile world, there came the prom- 
ise, “Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” Finally, 
in Hebrews 13 all these earlier promises 
ate gathered up and given te ordinary 
rank and file Christians for their com- 
fort in trying circumstances. Those to 
whom the letter was written were being 
ostracized and boycotted for ‘their faith. 
They felt*isolated and lonely, but the 
word comes: “Be content with such 
things as ye have: for he hath said, I 
will never leave thee, nor forsake thee. 
So that we may boldly say, The Lord 
is my helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me” (Heb. 13:5, 6). 
‘Se all through Scripture, time after 
time, the pramise of the presence of God 
is given to men whose position and cir- 
cumstance made them especially liable 
to loneliness. Here then is the cure of 
loneliness. It is to know the presence of 
God as our Unseen Friend, Protector, 
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and Guide. It is to realize there is never 
a moment when He is absent. Amid the 
round of duties, great or small, in all 
the constant shift of circumstance, our 
beloved Lord is with us. 


There are many people God is call- 
ing to Himself by their sense of loneli- 
ness. 

There is a hunger of the soul which only 

God can satisfy. 
There is a thirst which only God can 
quench. 

That is what God tries to tell us by our 
loneliness. But too often, instead of 
seeking after God, people do all sorts 
of other things in the hope of curing 
their loneliness. Some seek comrade- 
ship in forbidden ways. Some try to 
drown their loneliness in drink or other 
folly, but it is futile; dnd all the while 
they could be knowing a joy and de- 
light in the felt presence of God that 
would dispel all loneliness. But they 
keep their distance from God. They 
feel unworthy of Him, feel that there 
are things about them that do not accord 
with a holy God. And they are right; 
but He whom they shun stands ready 
to cleanse them and fit them for fel- 
lowship with Himself. To that end He 
sent His Son into the world, and when 
men own their guilt and receive the 
Saviour, full pardon and cleansing are 
theirs, and fellowship with God becomes 
possible. 


Once we have found that cleansing, 
let us make much of our privilege of 
living with God as our ever-present 
Friend and Helper. Thus will loneli- 
ness be dispelded when otherwise it 
would envelop our soul in gloom. When 
Frances Willard, the well-known tem- 
perance worker, left home for the first 
time it was to teach school in a very 
lonely and unattractive spot. She de- 
scribes in her diary the loneliness that 
came over her in her new and unprom- 
ising surroundings, but then says: . “I 
turned to God who presides over. our 
destiny. I prayed last night as I have 
not prayed for many days, and went to 
sleep in the cold and dark and lonesome- 
ness with a feeling that somehow the 
Arms that reached around the world 
enfolded me.” 


Dr. F. B. Meyer once found himself 
in a streetcar with a charwoman who 
recognized the man of God and unbur- 
dened to him the story of her loneli- 
ness. As a widow, alone but for her 
crippled daughter, she toiled through the 
day supported by the anticipation of 
getting home in the evening to be with 
her daughter, who despite her affliction 
was a joy to her mother. She knew 
that her girl’s glad face and cheery 
greeting awaited her at the end of the 
day; and at night, in the darkness, she 
could stretch out her hand and know 
she was there, and it had been a com- 
fort. But the daughter had died. “I am 
alone, and I am miserable,” she said. “I 
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am going home, and it is scarcely home, 
for she is not there.” 

Said Dr. Meyer: “When you get 
home and put the key in the door, say 
aloud, ‘Jesus, I know You are here,’ and 
be ready to greet Him directly you open 
the door. As you light your fire tell 
Him whut has happened during the day, 
just as you would have told your daugh- 
ter. At night stretch out your hand in 
the darkness and say, ‘Jesus, I know 
You are here.’” 


Months later the two met again, but 
Meyer did not recognize the woman. 
She greeted him and said, “You do not 
know me,” and then reminded him of 
their conversation months before. 

“But you are not the same woman!” 
said Meyer in astonishment. 

“Oh, yes, I am,” she said. “I did as

This letter comes from Mr. John Hehl, 
dean of men at Columbia Bible College, 
Columbia, S. C., of which Dr. Robert 
C. McQuilkin is president. The avia- 
tion program is so designed that the 
student can secure his private pilot’s 
license while taking the regular college 
course. The aeronautics courses are de- 
signed to meet all standards of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority. Further details, 
such as the cost of the courses and en- 
trance requirements, may be obtained 
from Mr. Hehl at Columbia Bible Col- 
lege. 

Another letter reads: 

One of the readers of the Tres 
mailed me a copy of the Trwes of May 
25, with the Notes on Open Letters 
marked. We teach aeronautics from 
our own airport, with our own licensed 
staff, and our own special equipment.

John E. Brown of the John Brown 
Schools, which include the Brown Mili- 
tary Academy, San Diego; Brown School 
for Girls, Glendora, Calif.; John Brown 
University, Siloam Springs, Ark. The 
aeronautics program of John Brown 
University was started before the war, 
in the days of the civilian pilot training 
program, and was continued during the 
war as part of the war training service 
for both Army and Navy.

Six steps to the throne we are invited to share 


RITERS remind us that Jewish 
W history reached its greatest 
splendor during the illustrious 
reign of King Solomon. No grandeur 
of kings is comparable to the magnifi- 
cence of Israel’s king. It was a great 
day, indeed, in the history of the nation 
when Solomon ascended the six steps 
and took his seat upon the gorgeous 
throne made of ivory and overlaid with 
gold, guarded, as it was, by six golden 
lions on either side, symbolizing, as they 
did, the sovereign power of the king. 
And, further, the glory, of Solomon’s 
establishment centered in the house 
magnificent, and the brightest point of 
splendor in the palace was the ivory 
throne. The rabbis loved'‘to extol its 
transcendent beauty.: Even the sacred 
historian himself was moved to say, 
“There was not the like of it made in 
any kingdom.” 


The Symbol of Divine Holiness 


Now, the throne is a symbol of divine 
holiness. “God sitteth upon the throne 
of his holiness” (Psa. 47:8). This is the 
ivory throne He is ever seated upon, 
and which He invites us to share. The 
footstool of gold can speak of the divine 
nature of the holiness we are called to. 
In the six steps leading to the throne, 
we have symbols of the various aspects 
of the Keswick message, which message 
declares how we can share the glory of 
our reigning Lord. 

Under the figure, then, of the six steps 
to the throne let us try to discover the 
inner teaching of Keswick. 


1. The first step is JUSTIFICATION BY 
FaitH. In convention gatherings, we 
conclude that all present have been jus- 
tified by faith (Rom. 3:28), for we can- 
not share the holiness of God unless we 
commence here. The Christian life, 
commenced on earth and consummated 
in. Glory, is covered by the three great 
stately terms of justification, sanctifica- 
tion, glorification. The truth of Kes- 
wick gathers around the second of these, 
namely, sanctication, which is founded 
and dependent upon the initial work of 
justification. We can never reach the 
ivory throne of holiness unless we plant 
our feet upon the first step. There can 
be no sanctification without salvation; no 
holiness without the Holy One as Sav- 
iour. 

What is the work of justification? It 
places the soul in the position of secur- 
ity. It brings peace with God through 
the atoning death of Christ. It makes 
it possible for the believing sinner to 
stand before God as if he had never 
sinned. And, be it noted, we are jus- 
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tified, not by morality or works, but 
by faith. We are justified freely from 
all things through God’s free grace re- 
vealed in Christ. I trust all of us have 
commenced here; that we have come as 
poor, lost sinners utterly unable to save 
ourselves, and, wholly dependent upon 
the merits of the Saviour, have experi- 
enced His full and free salvation from 
all past sin. Such a step may humble 
our pride, but the sooner that is smashed 
the better, seeing that God has no other 
way by which He can first save us, and 
then sanctify. 

Just as I am, without one plea, 

But that Thy blood was shed for me, 


And that Thou bidd’st me come to Thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come. 


2. The second step is ENtTrre SuRREN- 
DER TO THE DIVINE WILL. The mercies of 
God, as seen in the work of grace and 
righteousness by faith, demand that we 
be fully yielded to the Lord (Rom. 12: 
2). And holiness comes with our com- 
plete submission. Sanctification, like 
justification, is by faith. Alas! how- 
ever, aS many sinners try to justify 
themselves by their own efforts and 
morality, so do many saints endeavor 
to sanctify themselves by works. There 
is a struggling and striving to make 
themselves holy. Good works there are, 
but they exist as the evidences of our 
justification and sanctification, and not 
as the means of creating such. We are 
saved by faith that we might be sanc- 
tified in the same way. 

And our sanctification has a twofold 
aspect. namely, separation from all 
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known sin, and separation unto the One 
who saves us. It is the second part we- 
are presently concerned with, involving, 
as it does, a crisis and a process. There 
is the crisis when we come to the point 
of absolute surrender to the divine will. 
Such may come at conversion, but with, 
the majority it is otherwise. In a con- 
vention gathering, the Holy Spirit 
travels inward to the will. Then there 
is the process, that is, the daily work- 
ing out of the holiness daily received 
from our Holy Lord. The act becomes 
an attitude. In conversion, God gives 
to me; in consecration, I give to God. 
This second step, then, implies a daily 
death of the old man, and a daily sur- 
render to God. And it is because of 
all that this further step involves that 
so many keep their feet planted on the 
first step. Justified they certainly are, 
but their lives are destitute of a prac- 
tical sanctification. 


3. The third step is THE ABANDONMENT 
or ALL KNown SIN. John’s first Epistle 
is written unto us that we sin not (1 
John 2:1). This step naturally follows 
the last, for, as the surrendered life be- 
comes operative and habitual, we pos- 
sess a clearer revelation of the inwork- 
ing of sin. Of course, justification and 
sanctification do not imply the eradica- 
tion of the old natural life, but that it 
is thrown out of commission. No matter 
how deeply sanctified a saint may be, 
the old Adamic nature remains. The 
holy frame and disposition received by 
faith put the old natural life in a state 
of submergence. As the Holy Spirit is 
constantly yielded to, we die to sin, but 
sin does not die. Its appeal is ever in- 
sistent. 


The Old Nature Not Eradicated 


Sinless perfection is impossible in this 
life, seeing that the old nature is more 
or less dormant within the most sanc-

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tified. What confusion and disappoint- 
ment many would be saved from if only 
they would bear in mind the two points 
John so clearly emphasizes. First, that 
perfect absolute holiness is impossible 
to us on earth. “If we say that we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves.” And 
then, secondly, that it is quite possible 
for us to live a holy and God-pleasing 
life. I “write ... unto you, that ye sin 
not.” 

If we are freely justified and fully 
yielded to the Justifier,. then we are 
bound by every principle and sanction 
ef reason, morality, and religion to quit 
sinning, seeing that such is contrary to 
the nature and will of God. We must 
be holy, even as He is holy. Being sur- 
rendered we do not expect to sin, we 
make no provision for it. Daily, we 
reckon ourselves dead indeed unto every 
ensnaring evil. 


4. The fourth step is THe ENTHRONE- 
MENT OF CuHRisT AS LornpD. The nearer we 
are to the ivory throne, the more do 
we realize that our reigning Lord must 
have the place of pre-eminence in all 
things (Col. 1:18). One has said that the 
average Christian lives under a limited 
monarchy, and that he himself is the 
all powerful prime minister. Does self 
rule in your life? With the entire sur- 
render to the divine will and the aban- 
donment of all conscious sin, a revolu- 
tion takes place—the pivot is changed 
from self to God; the supremacy of all 
things is handed over to Christ. He 
becomes Absolute Monarch, and self, as 
prime minister, resigns. Henceforth, the 
government of life is upon the shoul- 
ders of Christ. 

Yes, and His sovereignty is a despot- 
ism, sweet and absolute, and one with 
which the believer is exquisitely con- 
tent. He is happy to be counted as a 
vassal of the Saviour’s throne. The 
chains of such spiritual slavery are lov- 
ingly welcomed. Is He your Lord? In 
your journey to the ivory throne, with 
its footstool of gold, have you reached 
this step of enthroning Christ as Lord 
of all? Have you given your Saviour 
His coronation yet? If not, then know 
that if He is not Lord of all, He is not 
Lord at all. Keswick means that you 
mist make Jesus your King, and that 
such enthronement must result in the 
breaking of all idols. He cannot share 
the throne of your heart with anything 
or anybody. He brooks no rival! 


5. The fifth step is THe INDWELLING ~ 


oF THE Hoty Spirit. Keswick makes much 
of this aspect of holiness. “He dwell- 
eth with you, and shall be in you” (John 
14:17). Indeed, it is impossible to deal 
with the subject of holiness or to have 
an experimental knowledge of such 
apart from the work of the Spirit. The 
initial work of justification, as well as 
our surrender to and enthronement of 
Christ, are alike dependent upon: the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Taking up 
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His abode within the heart, He be- 
comes the Eternal Inhabitaht; and, as 
He is obeyed, He takes the wheel and 
controls the entire life. But to be pos- 
sessed by the Holy Spirit does not mean 
that we lose our individuality. It is 
only in the grip of sin that we lose our- 
selves. The tyrant state. of iniquity 
turns its citizens into machines. It is 
only as the Holy Spirit permeates our 
personality that it discovers itself and 
rises to a clear and holy subsistence. 
“I live; yet not I.” 


6. The sixth step is Communion WITH 
Gop. Reaching the throne, we find our- 
selves in fellowship with Him whe sits 
thereon (1 John 1:3; Exod, 25:22). The 
great object of our ascent is that we 
might worship, adore, and hold com- 
munion with our thrice holy Lord. Com- 
munion with God includes prayer, but 
is something beyond the repetition of 
our needs; it is the very essence of a 
life of trust and confidence. It involves 
abiding in Christ, realizing our union 
with Him, dwelling in unbroken fellow- 
ship with Him. And such a life ever 
results in continuous victory over sin. 

This life, however, of hallowed cot- 
munion with God does hot hecessarily 
depend upon the cloistered air of some 
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sacred shrine; it can be lived out in the 
busy street or noisy tart. Practicing 
the presence of God and keeping the 
seul open to the holy influences of the 
Spirit, we learn the secret of tran- 
quillity. In fellowship with God noth- 
ing outward can disturb, worry, or 
annoy. We have peace amid tribulation. 
Further, <ommunion with God supplies 
the holy hature with power to keep the 
old nature in a state of eclipse. Once 
communion, however, is broken, the old 
hature rises into an acute activity. Coh- 
tact with God, sharing His throne, car- 
ries with it a sweet and joyful assur- 
ahce. It is a little bit of Heaven to 
go to Heaven with. What uplifting vis- 
iohs the soul receives as, ascending the 
throne of divine holiness, it finds itself 
heat unto God! Here, then, is the last 
step of the ivory throne placing us alohg- 
side of the Lord of Holiness Himself. 
Whether or not we have the oppor- 
tunity of attending any Keswick gath- 
ering, may pe all ascehd the steps, ahd 
as out feet reach the last step, ahd we 
find ourselves in the position of priv- 
ileged fellowship, may nothing ever 
cothe between to disturb our vision or 
to destroy our communion. Amen!

God's Promises to Restore Israel 
Unfulfilled prophecies of her return thet may seen come to pass

OTHING could be plainer than that 

it is God’s eternal purpose to bring 
Israel back to their land ahd then in 
a miraculous way to rerhove the veil 
from their hearts and minds and cause 
them to look upon Him whom they have 
pierced and believe in Him. 

The prophecies concerning the return 
of the Jews to theit own land and their 
ultimate blessing in that land afe so 
many that it will not be possible or 
necessary to give them all in this short 
atticle. I will try"to give enough of them 
to prove that all will soon come to pass. 
_ God’s promise to Abraham was: “Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from 
the river of Egypt unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates” (Gen. 15:18). 
This promise’ was well known to all the 
Jews and was quoted by Stephen: “And 
he gave him [Abraham] hone‘ inheri- 
tance in it, no, not so much as to set 
his foot on: yet he promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
ahd to his seed after hith” (Acts 7:5). 

There have been: three dispersions: of 
Israel-and two restorations, and the third 


Testoration is today taking place be- 
fore our very eyes. The three -disper- 
siens were: (1) when Israel and his sons 
and their wives and children -in time of 
fathine went to Egypt at Joseph’s invi- 
tation; (2) the dispersion in the time of 
King Zedekiah, when Nebuchadnezzar 
blinded him and carried him with his 
people to Babylon; (3) the dispersion 
after the fall of Jerusalem in A.D. 70. 

As had been predicted to Abraham, 
the first dispersion lasted four hundred 
yéars. Tne second lasted seventy years, 
exactly as prophesied. But of the third 
dispetsion no exact number of years 


was mentioned. It was to last until the- 


fullness of the Gentiles had been brought 
in (Rom. 11:25). Moses and Joshua led 
the first restoration. Ezra and Nehemiah 
the second. The third is now taking 
place with no outstanding leader. 

One morhing some weeks ago I was 
in the Government Immigration Office 
in Palestine. A long queue of Jews ex- 
tended on three sides of the room, doubt- 
less on ah errand dimilat to mine. Sotne 
ofthe old fabbis (from ‘Poland, I was 
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_ ‘but then the Lord continues: 
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told) with gentle, patient faces and 
troubled, anxious eyes scanning the Im- 
migration officers, touched my _ heart. 
Was their long flight really at an end? 
Would they find here that hope and 
rest for which they had prayed and 
hoped for for so long? May God grant it. 


A hundred years ago, in the 1840's, 
the Earl of Shaftesbury sent to Lord 
Palmerston a letter outlining a scheme 
for resettling the Jews in Palestine in 
agriculture. This was almost the very 
beginning of this movement which, in 
the last twenty-five years, has brought 
five or ten times as many Jews back 
to the Holy Land as ever came back 
under Ezra and Nehemiah. This move- 
ment will continue. 


Isaiah prophesied of the Babylonish 
dispersion, but. he speaks also of a sec- 
ond dispersion and restoration. He 
makes it very plain? “In that day,... 
the Lord shall set His hand again the 
second time to recover the remnant of 
his people, which shall be left, from As- 
syria, and from Egypt, and from Pathros, 
and from Cush, and from Elam, and from 
Chinar, and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of the sea” (Isa. 11:11). It is 
now this second time. There is no doubt 
of it. 


A few days ago I visited Tel Aviv, 
that city of two hundred thousand Jews. 
It is a beautiful modern city with wide 
streets, beautiful stone residences, stores, 
banks, and hotels, where thirty years 
ago there was nothing but sand and a 
desolate seashore. Can one doubt that 
they are coming back? 


Jeremiah is also very precise when 


he predicts that the time is coming when 
the boast will not be, “The Lord liveth, 
that brought the children of Israel up 
out of the land of Egypt,” but that it 
will be the boast rather, “The Lord 
liveth that brought up the children of 
Israel from the land of the north, and 
from all- the lands whither he had driven 
them” (Jer. 16:14, 15). The land of the 
north would evidently refer to the large 
concentration of Jews that has existed 
in Russia, Poland, and Germany. 


In the sixteenth verse of the same 
chapter Jeremiah speaks of God send- 
ing fishers to fish them out of all lands. 
A Christian friend in Jerusalem points 
out that this refers to the bringing out 
of the few from all lands in times past, 
“I will 
send for many hunters, and they shall 
hunt them from every mountain, and 
from every hill, and out of the holes 
of the rocks,” and that this refers to 
the large numbers coming back in re- 
cent days. Poor Israel has been ruth- 
lessly hunted, both during the Nazi 
regime and before it, and many were 
cruelly slain before they could win 
through to the Promised Land. From 
the very holes in the rocks they were 
hunted, and most of them fell before 
they could reach the cities. of. refuge. 
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The hunters have been judged. Those 
that have persecuted Israel will never 
escape divine retribution, just as those 
who bless Israel are to receive a sure 
reward. 


who sides with God. 

If Jeremiah speaks more particularly 
of the north country, Zechariah speaks 
of the west country. Babylon and-Persia 
were the east country. Draw a line 
through Jerusalem north and south. All 


countries west of this line contain prac- - 


tically all the Jews today, “And from 
the west country, ... and they shall 
dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: and 
I will be their God in truth and right- 
eousness” (Zech. 8:7). From all the 
western lands they are coming, from 
France, England, and Spain, and from 
America, and God will be their right- 
eous God in truth. 

Great blessing will then ensue. Amos 
tells us that the fertility of the land 
will be greatly increased at the time. 
The plowman can hardly wait until the 
crop is harvested before putting the plow 
to the same field. Vineyards and or- 
chards will flourish in great abundance, 
and all former ruined cities will be re- 
built and inhabited, and they will never 
again leave their land (Amos 9:11-15), 
and Joel emphasizes the same point, 
saying that Judah shall dwell forever 
and Jerusalem from generation to gen- 
eration (Joel 3:20). These prophecies 
have never been fulfilled. They will 
be fulfilled soon. 

The beauties and glories of this land 
have all been described and in a rather 
definite way, but that will be taken up 
more fully in a later article, and ex- 
planation will be given of how these 
marvelous improvements are going to 
take place. 

There has indeed been a wonderful 
improvement already in Palestine, and 
this, too, will be discussed in a later 


article. This amelioration of living con-— 


ditions, this beneficial change that has 
been instituted will, we hope and be- 


We cannot be neutral. We 
must side with God. He always wins ° 
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lieve, go forward even if there are some 
hindtibcedand délays. The present im- 
provement is but a tiny precursor, like 
a ‘signpost pointing to better days ahead, 
& that will-come Ss. 

Before -those. betgeradays, or at least 
before the best days come, there “will 
come a bad day, a day when it will 
seem as if all that had been gained were 
to be lost. Ezekiel speaks of this time 
in the thirty-eighth chapter, when the 
people, having come back, are seem- 
ingly dwelling safely in unwalled vil- 
lages. Then it is that the “prince of 
the north,” in league with Satanic 
powers, thinks to come up against the 
land and smite it. But God’s fury is 
against Israel’s enemies, and, when 
things look blackest, he intervenes on 
their behalf. So many of the invaders 
die that seven months will elapse be- 
fore the last corpse is buried. Israel 
gets such a vision of God and of the 
One whom they pierced, that they are 
completely changed, and the heathen, 
too, will see His glory (Ezek. 39:23). 
From that day forward Israel will know 
God as they have never known Him 
before, and, as He says in Ezekiel 39: 28, 
“I have gathered them unto their own 
land.” 

He who did once ride in humble ma- 
jesty on ass’s colt will rend the heavens 
and come down upon a great white 
horse followed by the heavenly armies. 
He, the King of kings and Lord of lords, 
is Heaven’s answer to Gog and Magog 
and Satan and unbelief and indifference 
and sin (Rev. 19:11-16), that this world 
may know that “the heavens do rule” 
(Dan. 4:26). 

So let us keep our eyes upon Israel’s 
return to the land, and let us in much 
earnest prayer ask God to hasten that 
time. Let us pray and work and wit- 
ness to Israel that there might be many 
saved ones witnessing to the unsaved, 
here and now. Let us do what we can 
and give the Gospel to the Jew first 
and also to the Greek.

VI. With Missionaries of the Africa Inland Mission 


Where great opportunities cali for more workers 


At the Africa Inland Mission sta- 

tion at Oicha, Belgian Congo, June 4. 
FTER breakfast we go to the pygmy 
village about five miles away from 
the house and hidden in the forest. We 
are in the great forest belt of the 
Congo. After going through a thick 
bush for half a mile we emerge upon 
a clearing, and there are perhaps thirty 
or forty of them. We are soon taking 
their pictures, which they seem to en- 
joy... They live on snails, and peanuts, 
which they. boil up in a mash, and fre- 
. quently. they will trade the meat of a 
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beast they have slain for some other 
kind of vegetable. As we came out of 
the pygmy village I noticed a couple 
of stakes in the ground across which 
was a stick to which were attached a 


number of banana leaf packages. I 


learned that the native farmer placed 
them there to serve as a spirit who was 
to guard the crop against theft by the 
natives and particularly the pygmies. 
They tell me it works, too, all natives 
fearing the evil spirit will bring dis- 
aster if they steal anything thus guarded.

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E. J. Pace —Christian Cartoonist 


A man of many talents, who devoted them all to God 


R. E. J. PACE, lesson cartoonist for 

Tue Sunpay Scuoo. Trmes for nearly 
thirty years, went to be with the Lord 
early Wednesday, June 19. He and Mrs. 
Pace had gone from their home in Or- 
lando, Fla., to Hendersonville, N. C., 
where they had planned to spend the 
summer. Dr. Pace was sixty-six years 
old. The funeral was held at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, his birthplace. Dr. and Mrs. 
Pace have one daughter, Mrs. Charles 
Seidenspinner, whose husband is presi- 
dent of the Southeastern Bible School, 
Birmingham, Ala. They have two chil- 
dren, Judith and John. 

Three and a half years ago, on 
Thanksgiving night, 1942, Dr. Pace suf- 
fered a stroke, from which he never 
fully recowered. He sought to regain 
his health and strength by various 
means, and Mrs. Pace was by his side 
continually, giving him her constant, 
loving care. His faith in God was as 
bright as ever, and he hoped and prayed 
that he might be restored and take up 
again the active, Christian service to 
which he had been accustomed. But 
God in His sovereignty took him to 
Himself, and his going brings a deep 
sense of loss to multitudes of Christian 
people. . 


On the first of July, 1944, Dr. Pace’ 


wrote: “Nineteen months last Monday 
I was stricken. God has feithfully kept 
His promise all these months. I have 
deflated the Devil’s lie that it isn’t. safe 
to trust God. Miss Havergal was right 
when she sang: “They who trust Him 
fully find Him wholly true.’ I have 
come up here to Columbus to get treat- 
ments from my brother-in-law, who has 
had great success with stroke cases. 
Although we've been here but two 
weeks, there are already indications of 
improvement. So I am abounding in 
hope through the power of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

During these last years of Dr. Pace’s 
illness, the Tres occasionally told its 
readers of his condition. As a result, 
contributions.to help care for Dr. and 
Mrs. Pace’s needs came from the readers 
in widely scattered places. One promi- 
nent Christian leader, who sent a, sub- 
stantial gift, wrote: “I wish to have a 
little further part in ministering to the 
need of Mr. and Mrs. Pace in this trying 
time, so would ask that you kindly turn 
over to Mrs. Pace the enclosed check 
and assure her of our continued prayers 
and interest. -I know these are diffi- 
cult days for them both, but praise God 
that they are looking to Him and finding 
His grace abundantly sufficient.” 

The story of how Dr. Pace came to 
devote his life and talent to God is an 
interesting one. It is given herewith 
in his own words, as he wrote his tes- 


timony in a letter to Miss Julia Mott 
Hodge, a missionary in the Philippines, 
on May 17, 1934. 


“I have never ceased to be thankful 
for your sob one evening in February, 
1914, when I had the temerity to read 
a review of a rankly Modernist book 
fresh from the press of Chicago Univer- 
sity. Your sob, as you said, ‘Mr. Pace, 
you don’t mean to tell me that you be- 
lieve that?’ affected me much as the 
look Jesus gave Peter the night of the 
betrayal must have affected him. At all 
events, both he and I went forth and 
‘wept bitterly.’ I had not realized until 
then what an insidious peril lurks in 
this dreadful thing of Modernism, and 
how almost unconsciously it eats like a 
cancer into the vitals of one’s faith. Very 
soon after that loving rebuke you gave 
me, I journeyed north to San Fernando 
for the annual meeting of our mission, 
and the Bible conference of native 
workers. All the way northward on the 
train I prayed to the Lord to turn my 
captivity and restore the old time springs 
of water to the barren desert of my 
present experience. Arriving at San 
Fernando it was my privilege to preach 
the opening sermon and my subject was 
Achan. I was conscious every minute 
that Achan was doing the preaching. It 
was a wretched attempt, and in the depth 
of disconsolateness I went over to a 
fellow missionary’s home for the night. 

“The next morning, this same mis- 
sionary met me at the door of my room 
with the remark, ‘Ernest, I was on the 
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point of waking you up and requesting 
that you pray with me. I haven’t slept 
a wink all night.” There were matks 
of weeping in his eyes as he told of his 
heart-hunger for God. I said, ‘Why 
didn’t you get me up? I, too, am in des- 
perate need of God’s fresh infilling. I’m 
lean and gaunt, and an awfully needy 
sinner.’ At eight o’clock that morning, 
the sessions of the conference began, 
and, scarcely had we sung a hymn, 
when this same brother arose and, with 
tears in his eyes and a sob in his voice, 
asked the prayers of his fellow mission- 
aries and workers. Well, a cry like that 
out of the depths is enough to awaken 
anyone, and’I proposed that we dis- 
pense with all sessions for that day and 
each go alone with God. They agreed 
and promised to return that evening 
and report. 

“I went out alone by the seashore an 
utterly disconsolat@soul. I tried to pray, 
but it seemed useless. Cowper’s song 
expressed my feelings better than I could 
do it: 

Where is the blessedness I knew, 

When first I saw the Lord? 

Where is the soul-refreshing view 

Of Jesus and His Word? 


What peaceful hours I once enjoyed ! 
How sweet their memory still! 
But they have left an aching void 
The world [that Modernism] can never 
fill 


“Well, to make a long story short, it 
was there on that hallowed bit of strand 
that the dear Lord took His erring child 
again -into His bosom, and oh, what a 
transport of joy, what cleanness of soul 
was mine by the blessed effusion of His 
Spirit. It seemed I had had an inward 
bath; every nook and cranny of my be- 
ing was every whit made clean. 

“God turned my captivity, and springs 
of water made glad the desolate desert 
of my soul. That was March, 1914, and, 
from that day to this, Modernism has 
had no more influence over me than to 
awaken a burning hatred of it. The 
power the Lord gave me then, power 
over sin and temptation, power over 
every evil thought and corroding doubt, 
power in. prayer-sustained believing, 
prayer-power in preaching, was all so 
new and wonderful I’ve never been able 
to describe it. I only knew a delightful 
ease in pleasing God, a glad alacrity of 
obedience with the frown all gone— 
frown?— why, many a night I would 
awake at two or three in the morning, 
my cheeks aching from having been 
stretched in a smile, and the first burst 
of consciousness a joyous ejaculation, 
‘Oh, how precious is my Lord! It 
seemed I could now spend my. life in 
one glad burning up for Him, so com- 
pletely did He pre-empt all my being. 

“But one of the most astonishing 
things to happen almost immediately 
Was a deep conviction that my work 
in the Philippines ‘was done. It was as 
though a voice behind me keep repeat- 
ing, “Your work is in America.’ I re. 
sisted the impulse almost with pleadings, 
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‘Why, Lord, I never was so fitted to 
do the work I came to do as now. Let 
me stay on.’ But the voice seemed to 
insist, “Your work is done.’ I resisted 
nearly a year, and then it was that the 
doctors declared I had tropical sprue, 
and that I must return to the States at 
once if I wished to avoid a trip to the 
cemetery. I yielded at last, and when 
I consented to leave the Islands and 
return home, the very car wheels under 
the train on which I was riding seemed 
to say, ‘Hallelujah !’ 

“On returning te the States, I recov- 
ered my health on strawberries and milk 
as a diet, and plenty of rest and warm 
sunshine on the shores of beautiful Lake 
Chautauqua in New York. Feeling 
strongly impressed that the Lord would 
have me devote the rest of my days to 
a Bible-teaching ministry, and feeling 
the need of further preparation, I moved 
my family to Princeton Seminary where 
I ‘boned’ hard on Hebrew, so that I 
might read the Old Testament ‘in the 
original. During this time I spent a day 
in the woods in prayer, and it was a 
time of unspeakable blessing and near- 
ness of approach to God. I was given 
boldness to make very definite requests, 
one of which was: ‘I want, Lord, a 
world-wide ministry. I know I am far 
from worthy of it, but that makes no 
difference.’ Grace ignores both worthf- 
ness and unworthiness, and, please God, 
I’m “under grace.”’ 

“It was only a month or two at most 
when He began to answer that prayer, 
first by my meeting with Dr. Trumbull 
of Tue Sunpay Scnoot Times, who en- 
gaged me then and there to furnish the 
cartoons for the current Sunday school 
lessons, and, in consequence, I’ve been 
at it nearly nineteen years. And these 
have gone to all parts of the world, 110 
countries I am told, and not a few of 
them have been translated into foreign 
languages. I encountered a man in Lon- 
don, just over from France, who had 
121 of my cartoons greatly enlarged, 
done in colors and rendered into French. 
And he has, for years, been traveling 
up and down France, holding meetings 
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on street corners of French villages, 
displaying the pictures and preaching 
the Gospel. 

“It was not long after I began to draw 
for the Times that Dr. James M. Gray 
invited me to become a member of the 
teaching staff of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute. Within a year, he offered me 
the post of director of the missionary 
course, and, in that capacity, I served 
for several years, helping in the train- 
ing of missionaries, who have scattered 
into many parts of the great world field. 
But, all the while, I felt the call to a 
Bible-teaching ministry, and the dear 
Lord has given that. During the past 
ten years, I have gone about teaching 
the Bible in churches of no less than 
thirty-four denominations, from Van- 
couver Island to the tip of Florida, and 
from Los‘ Angeles to Portland, Maine, 
not omitting frequent visits to Canada 
and one visit to the British Isles. I 
think that, without a single exception 
the invitations have come wholly un- 
solicited, and not a word about money 
has come from me. Yet the Lord has 
proved His faithfulness by supplying 
every need. 

“But that is not all. Invitations to 
visit mission lands have come in such 
numbers as to indicate clearly the lead- 
ing of the Lord, and here I am already 
started on a journey that I hope will 
take me to many mission lands. It is 
my purpose, besides performing a min- 
istry of helpfulness in Bible teaching, to 
study with the missionaries the problem 
of getting the Gospel into picture form, 
cast in molds of native thought and 
garbed in all the local coloring of cos- 
tume and native traits.” 


Dr. Pace at his drawing board 
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In a more condensed personal testi- 
mony published in the Trmes (Feb. 18, 
1933), along with sketches of several 
other members of the staff, Dr. Pace 
gave this glimpse of how he studied 
the Bible: 

“Methods of Bible study? I find the 
study of the Bible by paragraphs, hav- 
ing read of course the particular book 
through to get its sweep, to be the most 
profitable; for the paragraph is the real 
unit of Scripture. First an analysis of, 
the paragraph, with the original before 
me; second, a synthesis of it summing 
up its contents; third, a tabulation of 
problems that arise for further study; 
fourth, I keep an eye open for any sug- 
gestions for cartoons; finally, I find it 
a splendid thing to write out a personal 
application of the paragraph to my own 
life in the form of a prayer. My life 
verses, Galatians 2:20 and Philippians 
3338.” 

More than fifteen hundred of Dr. 
Pace’s cartoons have appeared in Tue 
Sunpay Scuoo.t Times since the first one 
was published December 2, 1916. Many 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, were re- 
produced in tract and poster form, and 
they have become known throughout 
the world. Missionaries have redrawn 
them for their people, translating Dr. 
Pace’s explanations into the native lan- 
guages. They have doubtless been the 
means of leading multitudes to a saving 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
bringing backsliders into renewed fel- 
lowship with God, and building up 
Christians in the faith. The blessings 
of these cartoons‘are incalculable. Out 
of the hundreds of letters received by 
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Dr. Pace and the Trmes through the 
years, these two are taken: 


No sooner do I get the Times than I be- 
gin to read it through, never letting up 
till I get to the last page. The art car- 
toons are wonderful. Pace is a great pen 
artist; his shading is marvelous. I am pas- 
sionately fond of art. So I get a great deal 
out of his sketches. They convey to me 
wonderful visions that enrich my soul. I 
have looked over several religious maga- 
zines, but none have such sketching as 
he produces. He has not only a gifted pen, 
but he also has a penetrating mind that 
can depict the central thought. God has 
wonderfully blessed him.—Thomas W. Good- 
will, pastor of Burnside Presbyterian 
Church, Clyde River, Prince Edward Island, 
Can. 

For years I have carried in my Bible one 
of his cartoons dated December 22, 1928. 
[It is reproduced on the preceding page.] 

Dr. E. J. Pace will never know how much 
of help and encouragement that cartoon 
has brought to one who follows him each 
week in Tue Sunpay Scuoot Times: When 
there was serious sickness in the home, 
loved ones in the hospital with uncertainty 
as to the outcome; when faced with seri- 
ous problems in commercial life, over and 
over, time and again, I would repeat the 
Scripture text and the wording below, and 
it would bring joy and comfort to a trou- 
bled heart. Every day trom that day until 
the present time, I have thanked God for 
a man who is “rooted and grounded” in 
the faith; and who has the talent and abil- 
ity to put Bible doctrine in pictorial form, 
making it easier for the layman to grasp 
the truth. Many times I have used the 
cartoons to make a point in teaching the 
lesson. The last time was the railroad 
bridge with the test weight, that the con- 
tractors and railroad officials used, to prove 
that the bridge would not collapse (Jan. . 
10, 1942). . . . —Frank Gray, Ossion, Ind.

But Dr. Pace’s Home-going was for him 
a release from a long period of inactiv- 
ity and illness, and one can scarcely 
imagine the joy with which he entered 
the presence of the Saviour who loved 
him and gave Himself for him. He 
looked for the coming of the Lord, and 
it may be that when next we see him he 
will rise first, “for the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first.”

Just another indication of the bondage 
in which these. people live and the need 


of the proclamation of. the Gospel to_ 


them which alone can break the power 
of the Evil One. 

Upon returning to the Becker home, 
we met Mr. and Mrs. Harry Hurlburt 
and Mrs. Stauffacher, the widow of one 
of the pioneer Africa Inland Mission 
missionaries. We went into the sick 
room and found Dr. Becker cheery in 
spite of his being obliged to remain in 
bed. This ,is hard for him because he 
lives an extremely active life, and the 
missionaries said he should have an- 
other doctor on the job to assist him. 
He is a deeply spiritual man, and is not 
at all interested in giving medical aid 
without giving the Gospel. Just as an 
illustration of his keen spiritual work, 
when visiting the hospital we saw at the 
foot of each bed a card with a symbol 
on it. We were told that these symbols 
represent the various stages of the spir- 
itual life of the patients. There are 
seven such symbols, and I will note them 
herewith: 

1. A circle —the patient is not a be- 

liever. 

2. An eye — the ea shows evi- 
dence of eyes opening. 

3. An arrow — the patient shows signs 

' of turning to light. 

4. A broken chain — the chains of ‘sin 
are breaking. 

5. A cross—patient has confessed 
Christ and is in a catechetical 
class. 

6. A cross with figure 2— patient bap- 
tized and in fellowship. : 

7. A cross with figure 1 — patient bap- 
tized, but out of fellowship. 
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Thus the nurse and anyone connected 
with the rauission could speak to the pa- 
tient with the proper emphasis. 

We asked Dr. Becker what he needed 
most, aside from another doctor assist 
ant. He told us he could use to. excel- 
lent advantage a “Profexray” machine 
put out by the Professional Equipment 
Company, 615 S. Peoria Street, Chicago, 
at a cost of $745, FOB Chicago; with .a 
Patterson B 12x16 Fluoroscopic Screén, 
for $72 additional. This latter was. also 
desired. In addition he could use an- 
other $1,000 a year for drugs. The drug 
expenses of this station, which serves 
500 cases a day, is only $4,000 per year, 
and more is needed to do the most ef- 
fective work.

Their station was situated at the foot 
of Mt. Nyankundi, also called “Moun- 
tain of Love,” which is the literal trans- 
lation of the name. This work has 116 
rural schools, whose buildings serve as 
churches on the Lord’s Day; 1,800 bap- 
tized communicants, 137 native evange- 
lists. Here at Iruma there are 125 en- 
rolled in the school.. The Plymouth 
Brethren have five other stations in 
North Congo.

We learned from these folks that they 
had about 1,300 baptized communicants 
under their ministry, 400 native evange- 
lists, and a school at the station, with 
an additional ‘50 natives taking Bible 
courses to fit them for this ministry. 
They give them a two-year course, and 


Dr. Barnhouse spoke to them while Mr: . 


Schuit translated. There were 250 local 
churches scattered throughout the bush, 
which kept these missionaries busy. The 
RC’s are strong here and press in whet- 
ever they get the opportunity, but work 
prospers notwithstanding. After taking 
pictures of the missionaries, we say 
farewell and are on our way again, and 
pull up just a little before dusk at the 
Rethy stations, where we find Mr. and 
Mrs. Uhlinger, the parents of Lois 
Uhlinger of Oicha, holding forth, as- 
sisted very ably by Jack Lichman of 


‘New York City, and Miss Smith of Iowa. 


Young Peter Stam III and his wife are 
expected any day to assist them. 

There is a considerable work going 
on at this station, and the missionaries 
do not find time weighing heavily on 
their hands. The Rethy Academy is 
here where the children of the mission- 
aries come for their education. There 
are 300 out-schools, 400 native pastors, 
and a dispensary where. hundreds are 
treated. .Mr. Lichman looks after these 
latter three enterprises. 


At Aru, June 6. 


There is a school of 200 boys, another 
of 130 girls, and a boarding school of 100 
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other girls who ere taught by Miss Laura 
Belle Barr of Philadelphia. We took 
pictures of this class, attired in fresh 
green leaves. It was quite an impres- 
sive sight to see them all lined up sing- 
ing some of the hymns and choruses 
that Laura Belle had taught them. Her 
native teachers were there in white 
costumes, and her chief woman assistant, 
Margarita, and male assistant, Tito 
(Titus), were introduced and posed for 
me. There is a dispensary here with 
5,000 patients. on the active file, and at 
least 1,500 treated per month. The re- 
sponsibility for all this falls upon the 
shoulders of Miss Schauer, who is as- 
sisted by native helpers. 


After arriving by plane at Khar- 
toum, Sudan, June 8. 


Before long we are at the Sudan In- 
terior Mission headquarters, nicely sit- 
uated, and are shaking hands with Mr. 
and Mrs. Borlace, in charge of the head- 
quarters, Miss Russel of Toronto, Miss 
Isaacs of Winnipeg, and Mr. Simponis, a 
Greek-American from Los Angeles. Ar- 
rangements for our room are soon made, 
although our beds are to be outdoors 
under the sky. Everyone sleeps out- 
doors if he possibly can in this town, 
and no wonder. It is tremendously hot, 
and dry which makes it bearable. I 
am in the office not shaded from the 
sun, and it is 100 degrees. 


We learn that Mr. Simponis is the 
missionary in the city to 2,500 Greeks. 
This is a Moslem center—all about us 
are long-robed, turbaned Mohammedans, 
with the women veiled up to their eyes. 
There is a decided opposition to all 
evangelical work, and the Government 
quite frequently compromises in order 
to avert any unnecessary conflicts with 
the Moslems. Only a few minutes ago, 
on the first page of the Sudan Herald, 
a daily paper,.I read the following: 


“WARNING: Referring to the case of 
a girl who became a Christian, El Sheikh 
Mohd. Nur advises Sudanese parents 
to avoid sending their sons and daugh- 
ters for education in missionary schools, 
or for treatment in missionary hos- 
pitals.” The British Government is mak- 
ing every effort to co-operate with these 
heathen demands, and the Sudan Inte- 
rier Mission is under constant pressure 
from them to take things easy in the 
evangelization of these people. Only this 
morning I heard of the thwarting by the 
British of an attempt to establish a work 
in a territory called Ingessana, mhabited 
by pagans surrounded by Moslems. The 
authorities decreed that inasmuch as 
they were situated in the heart of the 
Mohammedan world it was better to let 
them alone to be absorbed by the Mos- 
lems, and thus avoid further trouble 
of a religious nature.

Goodly Houses 

HEN God gave directions to Israel 

before they entered the Promised 
Land, He warned them to beware of the 
danger of forgetting Him after they had 
settled down and’ built their “goodly 
houses” (Deut. 8:12). One of the great 
services rendered by archaeology is the 
furnishing of illumination on countless 
details of ancient life, such as the 
“goodly houses” of Old Testament times. 
A modern reader is likely to picture 
unconsciously a nice ten-room house 
with tile bathrooms, or, if he consciously 
thinks of it, perhaps a glorified mud hut. 
Archaeology shows, of course, that either 
picture would be wrong.’ Moses deliv- 
ered the counsels of God given in Deu- 
teronomy about 1400 B.C. In order to 
get a picture of the houses of that time, 
we can profitably consider the archae- 
ological evidence of houses in the gen- 
eral period of the second: millennium 
B.C. (2000-1000 B.C.). 

In the period called the Middle Bronze 
Age (2200-1600 B.C.), one of the com- 
mon types of houses in Palestine con- 
sisted of a rectangular building with a 
courtyard along one side and rooms on 
the opposite side.t At Jericho, the foun- 
dations of several houses of this type 
were found. More elaborate houses ap- 
pear during this period, as evidenced 
at Kirjath-sepher, with larger court- 
yards and \the addition of a long hall, 
with three wooden pillars on stone bases 
for supporting the roof. One very elab- 
orate house, discovered at Kirjath- 
sepher, had an entrance from the street 
large enough for a chariot to pass 
through. Burrows indicates that there 
is reason to believe that the ground

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We Have a Refuge

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floor of this building, as well as the 
court, was used to shelter domestic 
animals.2 The foundation of the build- 
ing was of stone, surmounted by mud 
brick walls four feet thick; this would 
indicate that the structure may have 
been as much as three stories in height. 


In the Late Bronze Age (1600-1200 
B.C.), there is a general improvement 
in the type of architecture, with a ten- 
dency to use stone rather than brick. 
One of the common types of houses of 
this period has two rows of rooms on 
two sides of a rectangular court, and in 
some cases a corridor replaces the first 
row of rooms on one side. In the ex- 
cavations at Bethel, houses of this gen- 
eral type were found with stone pave- 
ments and drains. With the coming of 
the Early Iron I Age (1200-900 B.C.), 
there was a decline in excellence of 
building technique indicated at such 
places as Bethel. Some writers have 
seen in this the evidence that the Israel- 
ites were now in the land, after the 
sojourn in the wilderness, and that they 
did not have the skill which the settled 
people of Canaan had possessed for 
several centuries.4 It has always seemed 
to. the writer, however, that the Israel- 
ites entered the land earlier than 1200 
B.C. In any event, the progress of 
archaeology enables us to picture an- 
cient life more accurately in its various 
phases, including the “goodly houses” of 
the Promised Land. 


Desolation of Palestine 


HE Lord pointed out, through Moses, 

that if Israel forgot the Lord and 
walked after other gods, they would 
perish (Deut. 8:19). The succeeding 
chapters of the Old Testament bear wit- 
ness to the backsliding of Israel. As a 
punishment, the northern tribes suf- 
fered invasion, oppression, and deporta- 
tion at the hands of Assyria between 
745 and 722 B.C., and finally the south- 
ern tribes were oppressed by Nebuchad- 
nezzar and some of the people were de- 
ported in the period 605-586 B.C. After 
586, Palestine was left in a sad state, 
with the poor of the land serving as the 
“vinedressers and husbandmen” (2 Kings 
25:12). 

Some liberals have held that Palestine 
was not particularly desolated, and that 
those towns that were destroyed were 
soon reoccupied. Excavations, however, 
confirm the Biblical picture of a land 
which suffered much destruction and 
continued to need help for many years. 
Archaeological discoveries at Azekah, 
Bethshemesh, and Kirjath-sepher show 
that such towns were destroyed and not 
rebuilt.5 Thus the Biblical indication 
of the desolation of Palestine at that 
time is corroborated.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


ORSHIP is really worthship; 

W that is, it means to ascribe worth 

to another. God is the only 
worthy One; therefore we are to wor- 
ship Him alone. In Christ, God is re- 
vealed in all His fullness; so we are 
to give Him the same adoration and 
loving obedience that we give to the 
Father, who is only known in His full- 
ness as we see Him in the Lord Jesus 
(John 14:7-11). 

Some people think of every kind of 
religious exercise as worship, but Scrip- 
ture does not so confuse them. It dis- 
tinguishes between prayer, which is 
asking from God; ministry or instruc- 
tion in the Word, which is receiving 
from God; and true worship, which is 
giving to God, that is, bringing to Him 
our praise, thanksgiving, and the adora- 
tion of our hearts. The Lord tells us 
that they that worship the Father “must 
worship him in spirit and in truth” 
(John 4:23, 24). Paul writes of be- 
lievers as those who worship by the Spirit 
and “have no confidence in the flesh” 
(Phil. 3:3, literal rendering). The mere 
performance of a ritualistic or liturgical 
service is not worship. One might go 
through all the outward forms of re- 
ligion and not really be occupied with 
the Lord at all. It is as our hearts 
are taken up with Him that we look up 
to God in reverent and adoring love. 
We may worship in the silence just as 
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truly as while the voice of praise is 
ascending to Heaven. So-called “aids 
to worship” of a material character are 
more of a hindrance than a help. These 
all belong to a past dispensation, when 
God taught His people by the “kinder- 
garten method,” as it were. He used 
types and shadows to prefigure the real- 
ities of the present glorious dispensa- 
tion of the Holy Spirit. 


The Historical Setting 


The Book of Deuteronomy was writ- 
ten by Moses about 1450 B.C. and con- 
tains his last instruction to Israel be- 
fore they entered Canaan. Isaiah 
prophesied in the eighth century before 
Christ. He is called the evangelical 
prophet because of his clear Gospel mes- 
sages. The Gospel of Mark was writ- 
ten by John Mark, a relative of Barna- 
bas. We do not know the exact time of 
its composition. 

Verse by Verse 

Deut. 8:11—“Beware that thou forget 

not the Lord thy God.” It is so easy to 


forget God in the very enjoyment of 
His benefits. He would have us see in 


all His good gifts to us but more reason , 


why we should love and honor Him, who 
is the giver of them all. 

Verse 12.—“When thou hast eaten and 
art full.” This is the time of danger. 


It is the one who has no longer any sense 


of need who is most inclined to become 
unmindful of the One from whom every 
blessing comes. 

Verse 13—“When ... all that thou 
hast is multiplied.” We are in constant 
danger of allowing material things so to 


occupy us that we neglect our private 
devotions or undervalue the importance 
of gathering with the people of God 
for worship in His presence. Wealth 
may be a greater menace to spiritual- 
ity than poverty. It is often the poor 
in this world who are richest in faith 
(Jas. 2:5); while they who are deter- 


‘mined td become rich fall into many a 


snare (1 Tim. 6:9). 


Verse 14.—“Then thine heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the Lord.” To be- 
come occupied with material things and 
to be lifted up with the pride of posses- 
sions is the easiest way to lose a sense 
of nearness to God, and so to forget our 
responsibility ever to honor and adore 
His name. 

Verse 18.—“Thou shalt remember the 
Lord thy God.” All blessing comes 
from Him; therefore He Himself should 
be the object of our worship and our 
love. Nor are we only to adore Him 
for His gifts, but for Himself alone. 

Verse 19.—“If thou ... forget... ye 
shall surely perish.” While these words 
were spoken in the legal dispensation, 
the principle a@pplies today. Spiritual 
blessing is only ours as we honor God. 
We soon decline in our experience if we 
forget Him. * 

Verse 20.—“Ye would not be obedient.” 
God destroyed many nations because 
they. turned from Him. He warned -Is- 
rael that such would be their fate if 
they refused to obey His voice. In after 
years, His words found a terrible fulfill- 
ment. For us, too, there can be lasting 
blessing only as we recognize our re. 
sponsibility to honor His name. 
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Isa. 40:30, 31—“‘They that wait upon 
the Lord shall renew their strength.” 
Physical strength does not necessarily 
mean spiritual power. This is only ours 
as we learn to wait on the Lord, to be 
occupied with Him and to learn in His 
presence the lessons that can be learned 
nowhere else. When He’ becomes the 
all-absorbing passion of the soul, we are 
lifted high above all merely human lim- 
itations. Thus we are enabled to soar 
up into the heavens as on eagles’ wings, 
to run the race of the spiritual life in 
faith, and to walk with God, as Enoch 
of old, without fainting. 


Mark 12:28—“One of the scribes 
came.” He seems to have been an hon- 
est man. He had been impressed by 
the sincerity of Jesus Christ and the 
clearness of His answer to the questions 
of others. He came inquiring, “Which 
is the first commandment of all?” He 
meant, of course, not first in order, but 
first in importance. 


Verses 29 and 30.—“Jesus answered 
... The Lord our God is one Lord... 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength.” In these words, quoted from 
Deuteronomy 6:4, 5, our Lord epito- 
mized all of the Commandments that deal 
specifically with man’s duty toward 
othér men. He who loves God supremely 
will not willingly dishonor Him in any- 
thing. 


Verse 31.—“The second ... Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself.” This 
Commandment was cited from Leviticus 
19:18. It epitomizes all the precepts that 
have to do with man’s duty toward other 
men. He who loves his neighbor will 
not desire to wrong him in any par- 
ticular. 


Verse 32.—‘Master, thou hast said the 
truth.” The scribe was deeply impressed 
and at once declared his sincere appre- 
ciation of the answer the Lord Jesus 
had given. He had affirmed the unity 
of the Godhead. This, all Scripture- 
taught Jews held as a cardinal truth. 


Verse 33—“To love him .. . and to 
love his neighbour as himself, is more 
than all whole burnt-offerings and sac- 
rifices.” There was real spiritual dis- 
cernment manifested by this _ scribe. 
Nothing in the sacrificial ritual of the 
Law was of any value in the sight of 
God if love were lacking. To love Him 
and to love one’s neighbor wholeheart- 
edly was that which pleased God above 
all else. 


Verse 34.—“Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.” Nevertheless, with 
all his appreciation of the spirituality 
of the teaching of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
this scribe was not yet in the Kingdom. 
He was, as it were, just outside the door. 
To step in would mean to receive Christ 
for himself—to trust Him as Saviour 
and own Him as Lord.

The Heart of the Lesson 


God Himself, now revealed in Christ 
Jesus, is the One to whom all worship 
and adoration is due. The Law could 
not produce this. It is the direct result 
of the working of the Holy Spirit within 
the heart of the believer, creating love 
for God and the desire to give Him the 
glory due to His name. Worship in Old 
Testament times was in accordance with 
the revelation then given, which was 
very incomplete as compared with that 
which we now enjoy. Sinee God has 
been fully manifested in our Lord Jesus, 
His well-beloved Son, and the Holy 
Spirit has come to occupy us with Him, 
and to take of the things of Christ and 
show them unto us,’our worship should 
be of a truly spiritual character as we 
draw nigh to God in the full knowledge 
of redemption.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Ten Commandments given at 
Sinai, which are epitomized in the com- 
mands to love God with the whole being 
and our neighbors as ourselves, set up 
a standard far too high for the unre- 
generate man to reach. Instead of mak- 
ing it possible for him to save himself 
by obedience to this Law, it ‘rather 
serves to make him realize the sinfulness 
of his ‘heart, and his utter helplessness 
to deliver himself from his fallen state. 
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But when Christ, who loved us and 
gave Himself for us, is received by faith, 
we are born again: Now we have a new 
life and nature, the very essence of 
which is love. 


Summaries and Applications 


Worship is not produced by legal en- 
actments. It is the spontaneous result 
of the Holy Spirit’s work in the soul, 
as He occupies us with Christ. 

The scribe was earnest, religious, a 
man of high ideals, and one who reeog- 
nized the spirituality of Christ’s teach- 
ing, but he had not entered into the 
Kingdom. 

To wait upon the Lord is to be in 
subjection to Him and to be occupied 
with Him as our Creator and Redeemer. 

Where love does not rule the heart, 
one might well question if the new bimth 
had ever taken place. God is love. This 
is His nature, not simply one of His 
attributes. As believers are “partakers 
of the dwine nature” (2 Pet. 1:4), they 
love one another even as they them. 
selves are loved of God.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“God is a Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth” (John 4:24).—To my mind, 
the best illustration of worship is that 
given at the place where the word “woft- 
ship” first occurs in the Holy Scripturés. 

Abraham said, “I and the lad will go 
yonder and worship” (Gen. 22:5). Where 
were they going? To hear a messagé? 
No—valuable as messages are —and 
they may lead to worship. Were they 
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going to pray? No—indispensable as 
prayer is— making known our requests 


to God is not worship in the strict, 


Scriptural sense of the word. 

The place of worship for Abraham 
was the place where he was going to 
offer something very special to God. 
Abraham, the father, was going to of- 
fer ‘his beloved son Isaac to God. We 
know he was prevented from actually 
sacrificing him (Gen. 22:11-13); but 
Abraham was willing and ready to offer 
him, feeling confident that God would 
raise Isaac from among the dead if 
needful, to fulfill the promise reposed 
in him (Heb. 11:17-19). In this instance 
God accepted the will for the deed and 
credits Abraham with offering his son 
(Jas, 2:21). 

God, our Father, actually gave His 
beloved Son for us—gave Him to the 
shameful and painful death of Calvary 
for our sins. 

When we receive Him as Saviour and 
Lord, we become children of God and 
are indwelt by the Spirit and are in a 
position and condition to offer to God, 
now known as Father, the special sac- 
rifice of praise and adoration, “the fruit 
of our lips giving thanks to his name” 
(Heb. 13:15). When we do so, we are 
worshiping —for worship is the out- 
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pouring and overflowing of a heart 
happy in the knowledge of who He is 
and what He has done. 


“Must worship him in spirit and in 
truth.”.—Because the late President 
Franklin Roosevelt referred so often to 
what he termed “must legislation,” it 
became so popular that virtually every- 
body today has a “must” list. 

God in His holy Word hands us a 
“must” list. Examining it, we find among 
other things, that we “must be born 
again” (John 3:7); we “must believe” 
(Heb. 11:6); “we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12); we must suffer (Acts 14:22); we 
“must ... be subject” (Rom. 13:5); “we 
must all appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ” (2 Cor. 5:10); and here, 
we “must worship ... in spirit and in 
truth.” 

To worship in spirit is to Worship in- 
telligently; and to worship in truth is 
to worship according to the revelation 
of Himself. Spiritual worship is wor- 
ship in the power of that communion 
which the Spirit of God gives, and is 
in contrast to the system and regulations 
which the flesh revels in. 


“Lest when thou hast eaten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses... 
and thy silver and thy gold is multi- 
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plied ... then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the Lord thy God” 
(Deut. 8:12-14).—A sister in the Lord, 
who was in very humble circumstances, . 
often used to say, “If I had money, I 
certainly would use it to God’s glory and 
to the furtherance of the Gospel,” and 
so forth. One day she married a wealthy 
man, and had her own account. She 
spent her money on herself and “goodly 
houses.” 

When her husband died, he left every- 
thing to her and all that she had was 
“multiplied”; but she forgot God and 
forgot her promise to honor Him with 
her substance. 

She found to her sorrow that pros- 
perity possesses the tendency against 
which the Lord here warns, that of 
making one forget the Lord. 


“But thou shalt remember the Lord 
thy God” (Deut. 8:18).—I heard a_mis- 
sionary relate an incident regarding a 
Chinese woman who lost her firstborn 
son by death, which deeply impressed 
me. 

Her husband, who was a great dis- 
tance away at the time of the child’s 
passing, communicated with her, and 
among other things told her that there 
really was nothing they could do about 
it but just to forget it. 

She answered, “I don’t want to forget, 
I want to remember without pain!” 

Considering who the Lord is, and 
what He gives, it should’ be easy to re- 
member Him without pain. 

One of the special ways the Lord has 
provided for His children to remember 
Him is the institution of the Lord’s Sup- 
per (1 Cor. 11:23-26). 

On his way to service one Sunday 
morning, a man of God saw a person 
a considerable distance ahead of him, 
who seemed weary; for she often had 
to sit down and rest. 

When he overtook her, he saw she 
was a young lady whom he knew, who 
was very ill. When he expressed sur- 
prise that she ventured out in her weak- 
ened condition, she explained that she 
started early so as to rest by the way. 
She said she desired to remember her 
Lord once more; “For,” said she, “you 
know He said, ‘Remember me.’” 

She had her wish, she remembered 
Him at the Lord’s Supper that day on 
earth; and soon after was with Him in 
Glory. 

"Tis sweet to be remembered, 
And a pleasant thing to find 
That though you may be absent 
You still are kept in mind!

the kingdoms of the world and the glory 
of them, saying, “All these things will I 
give thee, if thou wilt fall down and 
worship me.” It was Satan’s most pow- 
erful weapon, but the Lord Jesus Christ 
did not fall before it or Him. 

Failing in his direct assault upon the 
Lord Jesus, his next strategy was to 
win the disciples of Christ. If he could 
destroy the fruit of our Lord’s minis- 
try and teachings it would be about as 
effective as destroying the Teacher Him- 
self. He soon captured Judas (if in- 
deed he did not already own “the son 
of perdition”), and he nearly got Peter 
—‘sifted as wheat,” and he has con- 
tinued down through the ages to destroy 
the faith of Jesus’ disciples. 

Doubt of God’s Word is one of his 
favorite weapons with young people 
today —“Hath God said?” Along with 
his suggestion of doubt of God’s Word, 
he uses his offerings of the things of 
the world “and the glory of them.” 
“Here are the things you can see with 
your eyes, touch with your hands, hear 
with your ears, taste with your tongue. 
Are you going to turn down these tan- 
gible things which I offer you, and try 
to hold to those intangible, invisible 
vagaries and aspirations hinted at in 
your Bible?” ‘That is Satan’s specious 
and very subtle approach to those who 
are in faith trying to appropriate the 
promises of God’s Word and plan a apt. 
itual program for their lives. 

And here is where we head into the 
lesson for today. “Beware that thou 
forget not the Lord thy God, in not 
keeping his commandments, and his 
judgments, and his statutes .. . lest 
when thou hast eaten and art full, and 
hast built goodly houses, and dwelt 
therein; and when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and thy 
gold is multiplied . . . then thine heart 
be lifted up, and thou forget the Lord 
thy God.” 

We pray for prosperity. It is a fool- 
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ish prayer, unless we are spiritually 
prepared for it. It takes a strong Chris- 
tian to live in wealth and Juxury with- 
out forgetting God. Satan knows that 
only too well; so he spreads out before 
you the attractive offerings of worldly 
wealth, worldly pleasures, worldly power 
and fame as the great objectives for 
your energies. If he can get you en- 
grossed in them he knows you will be 
useless to Jesus Christ. As Alan Seeger 
said, “At earth’s great market where 
joy is trafficked in, buy while thy purse 
swells with golden youth.” 

I knew a young fellow who gave his 
life to Christ and entered actively into 
Christian service. He was talented and 
brilliant. He was called by his church 
into some of its highest privileges and 
responsibilities, Everybody said: “My! 
how wonderfully God is using that 
young man. What a future he has as a 
servant of God!” 

He got interested in real estate and 
made some very profitable investments. 
He increased his buying and selling. 
Every trade he made yielded larger 
profits. He was growing rich. Satan 
said to him, “That’s right, make a lot 
of money; you can be more useful that 
way, having large money gifts for mis- 
sions and promoting the Gospel; this is 
your talent for service.” But it did not 
work out that way. As his business in- 
terests expanded tremendously, his in- 
terest in his church work diminished 
correspondingly, until his church was 
left out of his program altogether. He 
insured his life for one million dollars. 
The economic collapse of 1929-1932 came 
over the nation. Real estate slumped to 
almost unbelievably low prices; indeed, 
it was unsalable. His fortune was wiped 
out. Crushed and mortified he retired 
to his home and shut himself in. None 
but the intimate members of his family 
ever saw him. His health collapsed 
under the strain. He died. What a 
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tragic ending for a life that began with 
such high promise! 

Oh, fellows, God’s Word is true. When 
you leave Him out of your program you 
do it at your peril.

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down thyself to them nor serve them.”

All people worship something. If they 
have no idols made of wood or stone, 
they may worship trees or mountains, 
or money or pleasure. God commanded 
His people Israel not to make or wor- 
ship any idols. He wanted them to wor- 
ship God and Him only, but as we read 
about them, we find that they worshiped 
many idols of the heathen nations around 
them. God told them He would punish 
them if they disobeyed Him, and He had 
to do it. He punished them many times 
with a short punishment, but they kept 
right on disobeying Him until He finally 
scattered them all over the world, and 
they are still suffering because they 
broke God’s Commandment. 

When the Lord Jesus was on earth, 
He always worshiped God in the syna- 
gogue. He began when He was a child, 
going to the synagogue on the Sabbath 
Day. As He grew to manhood, He went 
to the synagogue and read from the 
Scripture they had. You see, the Jews 
had only part of the Old Testament, and 
it was not printed as our Bibles are. 
It was printed by hand on scrolls of 
parchment that rolled up around a stick. 
When the Lord Jesus Christ went to a 
synagogue, the rulers handed Him the 
scroll to read. 

All through Christ’s earthly life, He 
taught the people to worship God, and 
serve only Him. He even said this to 
Satan. He told the woman at the well 
in Samaria that “God is a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth.” 

The Lord Jesus Christ gives us the 
same command to Worship only God — 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. Of course 
you children are not going to make any 
idols ‘of wood or stone and bow down 
to them and worship them. But all over 
the world there are children that do not 
know they should worship. God, and so 
they worship idols, hideous images men 
have made. In Japan and China, little 
children just as old as you worship idols. 
In India they worship idols, and even 
worship white cows, and trees and rivers. 
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that, but they have small charms they 
carry around with them. They live in 
fear of evil spirits all the time, and make 
them presents. 

Even in our own continent of America, 
Indian children are taught to worship 
the sun, or the ocean, or the mountain, 
or perhaps the spirit of the wind or the 
rain. 

There’s something awful about all 
these idols the heathen worship. No- 
body worships an idol because they love 
it, but because they are afraid of it. 
The only worship, in which there is love, 
is the worship of God. 

You wonder how any person could 
be afraid of a thing made by man out 
of wood or stone, or how people could 
pray to it and think it could hear or do 
anything about them or their troubles. 
But they do this because they don’t 
know about the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
He loved them enough to die for them, 
that they might have eternal life through 
His death and resurrection.

Topic and Scripture: 


Icsus Teaches What True Worship Is 
(Exod. 20:4a; Luke 4:8b; John 4:19-24) 


F YOUR church service precedes 

Sunday school, make an effort to 
have all pupils at church. Cards sent 
during the week, asking them to join 
you at church if their parents do not 
attend, may be effective. Attendance 
may be stressed as one way of keeping 
the First Commandment learned last 
week. In class ask if they found God 
in church. Or was there just music to 
sing, a minister to listen to, windows 
to look at or out of, and people to watch? 

In Moses’ day people liked to wor- 
ship something they could see. Even 
at the time God was giving Moses the 
Ten Commandments the people in camp 
at the foot of the mountain were giving 
their gold earrings to melt down and 
make a gold calf to worship as god 
(Exod. 32). But this was sin. For 
God had said, “Thou shalt not make 
unto thee any graven image” (Exod. 
20:4a, Memory Verse). And the people 
were punished. Would God want us to 
worship an image or even a picture of 
the Lord Jesus? (See rest of v. 4.) 
Have the Second Commandment copied 
on the large figure two. 


When the Devil tried to get the Lord 
Jesus to worship him, the Lord remem- 
bered what the Scriptures said. Find 
the Lord’s answer in Luke 4:8. Then 
are we to worship the minister or the 
fine singers in the choir or any other 
person? 

Was God at church? Could you see 
Him? Did you worship Him? How do 
you worship God? Once a woman tried 
to argue with the Lord Jesus about 
which church a person should go to for 
worship, her church or His. His an- 
swer to her will help you know how 
to worship God: John 4:21, 23, 24. If 
you did not find God at church this 
morning, it may be that you are not 
a true worshiper. Maybe He is not your 
Father. Unless you have made the 
Lord Jesus your Saviour and let Him 
take away your selfishness and sin, you 
would not know that God was around. 
But if’your heart is clean and the Lord 
Jesus comes in, God comes, too, and 
you cannot help loving and worshiping 
Him. Don’t you ever love your daddy 
except when you can see him? So folks 
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love God without seeing Him if they 
belong to His family.

(4) Repeating the Lord’s Prayer with- 
out thinking what it says. 

(5) Listening to the Bible reading as 
if God were saying it to you. 

(6) Wishing you were outdoors play- 
ing. 

(7) Counting the people at church. 

(8) Finding at least one thing in the 
sermon that you can do this week. 

(9) Playing with your fingers or with 
the things you have in your bag or your 
pockets. 

(10) Giving some of your own money 
to help people know about God. 

Perhaps now some of you can tell us 
one way in which you really worshiped 
God in church this morning, one way 
in which you were not worshiping, one 
way in which you can improve next 
Sunday. 

There are ten more Sundays in the 
quarter. A chart may be ruled off with 
ten squares vertically for the Sundays, 
and as many horizontally as there are 
pupils. Each pupil may choose a color 
to fill in his square for each attendance, 
and watch his score rise by tens to a 
final 100 per cent goal. During the 
vacation period any absence from home 
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may be made up by a note from another 
church showing attendance there. If at 
camp, too far away to attend church, 
suggest that the child try to have church 
at home. Most children of this age like 
to “play church,” and do it seriously, 
if parents and others co-operate for the 
audience and participants. A note to the 
parents concerning the child’s worship 
may help to keep both child and parents 
in churth during the summer.

WoRrSHIP FOR GIRLS 


ORSHIP is the most important 
privilege a girl can enjoy. It is the 
fusion of the human heart with the 
heart of God. Since “he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is,” a true 
worshiper is a believer, coming to give 
homage to her Creator-Saviour and to 
receive from Him the benediction’ that 
will make her life fragrant in the serv- 
ice of her Lord (2 Cor. 2: 14-16). 
God whom we approach in worship is 
a holy God who wants a holy people 
(Exod. 19:5, 6; 1 Pet. 2:9): He says, “I 
will be sanctified in them that come nigh 
me” (Lev. 10:3), and again, “Sanctify 
the congregation” (Joel 2:16). Read in 
Leviticus how clean the worshipers must 
be, and how perfect must be that which 
is used in God’s service. No room for 
idols in such a program! Holiness is 
beautiful, and those who worship God 
most truly enjoy beauty (1 Chron. 16: 
29; Psa. 29:2). There is time for re- 
laxation and quiet during worship (Hab. 
2:20; Isa. 32:17; 1 Kings 19:12, 13; Psa. 
23:2; 46:10). There is “joy unspeakable 
and full of glory” (Psa. 122:1; 100:1; 
Phil. 4:4). No one has ever gone away 
unsatisfied who approached God in sim- 
ple, humble faith (Heb. 11:6; 1 John 5: 
13-16). 
What nave been your experiences at 


worship? “God is a Spirit: and they 


that worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” “God is love,” 
and they that worship Him must wor- 
ship Him with love (Mark 12:28-34). 
This, too, eliminates the need for idols 
or visible objects of devotion. Unless 
idol worshipers carried their idols with 
them, they could only worship in the 
limited space occupied by the idols. 
God is not limited to time or space. We 
can worship Him: anywhere, any time, 
and under any circumstances; and as we 
worship Him, we are worshiping the 
same God who has been worshiped in 
spirit and in truth throughout the ages 
(Heb. 1:1, 2). “Coming to God” does 
not mean that we have to make a long 
journey in our worship, but rather that 
we must give our attention, our thqught, 
and our adoration to the One who is 
close by. 

Why is it that everyone does not wer- 
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ship God “in spirit and in truth”? Note 
several hindrances mentioned in our 
lesson verses. How do these apply to 
the class? 


Danger of wealth (Deut. 8:11-14, 18- 
20). With our wealth we may worship, 
but we must never worship our wealth. 
God is greater than anything we pos- 
sess; the Giver “of every good gift and 
every perfect gift” (Jas. 1:17; Psa. 50: 
7-15). Worship Him by dedicating to 
Him that which we own that it may 
be used for the advancement of His 
Kingdom upon earth. 


Danger of youth or health (Isa. 40:30). 
Youth and health are glorious, but with- 
out God the glory soon fades, and young, 
healthy ones may be left jaded and 
faint. Only as these blessings, which 
at best never remain constant in any 
life, are presented to the Lord, only thus 
can life become altogether satisfying. 
The power of God is needed before a 
young person can “mount up with wings 
as eagles” and accomplish something of 
eternal value. 


Danger of too much formality (Mark 
12:33). Both the formality of estab- 
lished customs in group worship, and 
the informality of spontaneous praise to 
God have their place in every life, but 
always, in worship, the heart must be 
open and responsive. Burnt offerings, 
in Old Testament times, were acceptable 
as symbols of spiritual, invisible real- 
ities (Heb. 9), although even then the 
Lord wanted heart‘response (Isa, 1:11- 
18; Hos. 6:6). 


Danger of misplaced devotion (Exod. 
20:3-6). If you love anyone or any- 
thing more intensely than you love 
God, your devotion is misplaced (Col. 
1:15-23). What would be the hardest 
thing in your life to give up? Would 
you be willing to give up that thing for 
Christ? Would you be willing to suffer 
any hardship or be patient under any 
provocation in order to glorify the Lord? 
Discuss. 

How shall we worship? Girls may 
have various answers, but a rule and a 
promise are found in Isaiah 40:31 that 
can apply to all of us: “Wait upon the 
Lord,” is the rule. Ask Him what you 
can do for Him each day. He will give 
you His thoughts and open to you His 
paths. New strength, new ability, new 
success, these are the results of worship- 
ing the Lord (2 Cor. 5:17).

you told me. I said as I got home, 
‘Jesus, I know You are here,’ and I kept 
on saying it, and it has made all the 
difference in my life, and now I feel 
I know Him.” The change in her ap- 
pearance witnessed to the truth ef her 
testimony. The joy of Christ’s realized 
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presence had made a different woman 
of her. ‘ 

When, through a long life, the blessed 
presence of God has been constantly 
known, it becomes the supreme fact of 
consciousness. Wrote Harriet Beecher 
Stowe at the age of seventy-three: “I 
thank God there is one thing running 
through all my thoughts from the time 
I was thirteen. years old and that is 
the intense, unwavering sense of Christ’s 
educating, guiding presence and care, 
It is all that remains now.” 

In that classic poem on the divine 
omnipresence, Psalm 139, the psalmist 
drops a revealing word showing him 
to have been one of the company of 
saints to whom the presence of God is 
the sweetest thing in their consciousness, 
when he says, “When I awake, I am 
still with thee” (v. 18). We, too, can be 
of this choice fellowship, and then we 
shall re-echo the psalmist’s song, as did 
Mrs. Stowe when she wrote: 


Still, still with Thee, when purple morning 


breaketh, 
When the bird waketh and the shadows 
flee; 
Fairer than morning, lovelier than the 
daylight, 
Dawns the sweet consciousness,—I am 
with Thee ! 
When sinks the soul, subdued by toil to 
slumber, 
Its closing eye looks up to Thee in 


prayer; 
Sweet the repose beneath Thy wings 
o’ershading, 
But sweeter still, to wake and find Thee 
there. 


So shall it be at last, in that bright 
morning 
When the soul waketh, and life’s 
shadows flee; 
Oh, in that hour, fairer than daylight 
dawning, 
Shall rise the glorious thought,—I am 
with Thee!

HE second event in the life of Paul 

that we are to think about is his 
preaching to the Athenians on Mars’ 
Hill. Although the Athens of Paul’s 
day has crumbled into ruins, and the 
philosophies that he encountered on 
Mars’ Hill have long since been aban- 
doned as such, nevertheless there is a 
remarkable parallel between the pagan- 
ism of Paul’s day and that of the day 
in which we live, and which we as fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus Christ will 
have to meet, sooner or later. 

Two groups of philosophers are men- 
tioned in our Scripture verses. The 
Stoics were materialistic, pantheistic, 
fatalistic, and proud. They believed in 
a god from whom all things were pro- 
duced and into whom all things would 
again be absorbed. They thought that 
the universe was governed by inflexible 
laws that could not be altered, and al- 
though theygrecognized the presence of 
good and evil in the world they sought 
to gain happiness by suppressing all 
passions and emotions, and by regarding 
evils with proud indifference. 

The Epicureans, while also material- 
istic, holding as real only that which 
could be experienced through the senses, 
nevertheless thought that the world was 
formed by chance and that such gods 
as there might be were wholly indiffer- 
ent to men. They sought to gain hap- 
piness through gratification of the senses 
and through freedom from care. 

We find many all about us today, 
sometimes even among professing Chris- 
tians, those whose philosophies of life 


.conform in a large measure to one or 


the other of these patterns. Some have 
a vague conception of an impersonal 
god, or “over soul,” into whom they hope 
to be absorbed some day. Others speak 
of a blind “fate” that rules their lives. 
While still others say, in effect, “You 
live only once. Let us eat, drink, and 
be merry, for tomorrow we die.” 


It is interesting to observe that fol- 
lowers of these schools of philosophy 
were willing to listen to what Paul had 
to say. Their willingness came not from 
any: sense of need, but because they 
were curious (vs. 18, 19), and because 
their ears were itching for something 
new (v. 21). You will- find many 


today who do not know the Lord Jesus, 
and yet who are willing to discuss the 
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Bible, or even Christian things, not 
from any real desire to follow Christ, 
but from curiosity. They like to argue 
and they hope to hear something new 
or different. Like the Athenians, they 
will listen just as long as their own 
particular beliefs are not challenged, or 
their comfortable self-satisfied way of 
life is not disturbed. The moment that 
happens they will act very much as did 
these Athenians. 
$e 


Now notice how Paul answered their 
inquiries. He had made careful observa- 
tions during the days he had spent at 
Athens prior to this moment. He had 
seen on every hand temples, statues, and 
altars erected to a multiplicity of false 
gods, and we are told that “his spirit 
was stirred in him, when he saw the 
city wholly given to idolatry” (Acts 17: 
16). Yet he did not begin by scolding 
or ranting at these Athenians, He had 
seen one altar bearing an inscription, 
“To the Unknown God” (v. 23), and so, 
starting at this point, Paul began to tell 
the Athenians about the true God. 


But notice that, while Paul was cour- 
teous and tactful in his approach, he did 
not make a single concession to the false 
religions of the Athenians. He did not 
tell them, for example, that they ‘were 
on one of many roads to God, and that 
ultimately he and they would all arrive 
at truth. Instead, he cut right across 
their beliefs—first, when he pointed 
out to them that they had recognized 
that there was a God that they did not 
know; and, second, that they were wor- 
shiping Him in ignorance. Then he con- 
tinued with six principal points: 

1, The first was that the true God, of 
whom he was telling them, is the Cre- 
ator of the heavens and the earth (v. 
24). He dwells not in man-made tem- 
ples nor is He dependent upon man’s 
worship or service. Instead He is the 
life-giver to all men (v. 25).° 

2. The true God, of whom he was tell- 
ing them, is the Sovereign of this earth 
and of ail men. He has the right to 
and can and does control the destinies 
of men (v. 26). 

3. The true God intends that His cre- 
ation shall speak of Him, and the won- 
ders of His creation were designed to 
cause men to seek after Him (v. 27). 


4: The very fact that this true God 
is the Creator of men is the great rea- 
son why men should not liken Him to 
or represent Him by man-made images 
of stone or gold or silver (vs. 29, 30). 

5. Since this true God is the Sov- 
ereign of mankind He will some day 
require an accounting (v. 31). 

6. The One He has appointed and or- 
dained as the Judge of all mankind, He 
has raised from the dead as a proof of 
this appointment and authority. 

It would seem that, at this point, Paul 
was interrupted before he could give a 
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more detailed account of the life and 
work of the Lord Jesus. 
bd 

Notice the three different responses 
that came from his listeners. The truth 
of a supernatural Judge and a coming 
judgment disturbed their self-satisfac- 
tion and caused disquieting concern 
about their self-indulgence. Some at 
once scoffed at the idea of a resurrec- 
tion and refused to hear any more. Some, 
apparently impressed, were nevertheless 
not willing at the moment to do any- 
thing about the matter, and so they 
postponed hearing more (v. 32). There 
is no record that they ever got, around 
to hearing Paul any further. But there 
were some, a few, who believed (v. 34) 
and followed Paul, and through this be- 
came followers of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Just so today when Christ is presented 
to unbelievers we will find these three 
groups. Some will openly scoff and turn 
away. Others will be convicted, but 
will postpone doing anything about it. 
And some will believe and follow Christ. 
In which group are you at this moment?

“HANDARILLA was certainly slow 
at her lessons, and the Indian 
teachers in the school were disap- 
pointed with her progress. Her only 
gift was for music and she could sing 
and play the native instruments with 
remarkable skill. How she loved lis- 
tening to the foreign Miss Sahib who 
played the church organ and taught the 
girls singing!

But it 
was not long before Chandarilla could 
play hymns and tunes on it with really 
wonderful skill. 

When she went home to her village, 
the neighbors were much pleased, espe- 
cially the children, and Chandarilla’s 
baby brother was especially eager to try 
to play his “big” sister’s mouth organ. 
She, however, never let it out of her 
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hands if she could help it, and it was 
always cerried about in the folds of 
her sari (loose garment). 

One morning a traveling, Indian show 
halted near the village and the men, tired 
with their hot, dusty tramp, lay down 
to rest under a banyan tree. Promptly 
they all went to sleep, and. one, an Arab, 
with a cobra snake in a bag, gradually 
dropped the line attached to the rep- 
tile’s neck. In a moment it had wrig- 
gled free and glided with amazing swift- 
ness along by the village wall. 

Directly in the path of the deadly snake 
lay a poor crippled boy who was put 
there daily by his grandmother to beg 
for alms. The boy, who was paralyzed 
and could not move, was pitifully ter- 
rified, and the people near by did noth- 
ing but gaze in horror at the approach- 
ing snake. 

Then, suddenly, Chandarilla ran out 
across the road toward the cobra, wav- 
ing one hand in warning to her mother, 
who was about to rush after her. Did 
she not see the danger? Was she mad 
to face the dreaded cobra, whose bite 
would perhaps mean instant death? 
Chandarilla had, however, read of the 
power of music over snakes, and in 
her pity for the helpless crippled boy 
she determined to try to divert the rep- 
tile from attacking the child. 

Within about twenty feet of the cobra 
she dropped on one knee and began, 
with all the skill she could muster, to 
play her little mouth organ. The snake 


raised its wicked head, stopped and 


spread its hood, and turned to crawl 
toward the girl. On and on Chandarilla 
played without a pause until, exhausted 
and breathless, she tottered and fell on 
the roadway only about five feet away 
from the cobra. “Oh, Lord Jesus, save 
me!” she. cried. 

Just as the snake was about to hurl 
itself upon her, a mongoose belonging 
to another of the showmen wrenched 
itself frce from its master and rushed 
upon the cobra. This creature is the 
sworn enemy of snakes, and attacks 
them fearlessly and generally with suc- 
cess. 

The mongoose, though small, had 
very powerful teeth which closed down 
on the scaley, wriggling body of the 
cobra and a fierce but short battle was 
fought just a few feet away from Chan- 
darilla. In a few seconds the snake lay 
motionless, hideous in death as in life, 
while the gallant little mongoose paced 


_to and fro regarding with much satis- 


faction his dead foe. 

Very soon Chandarilla recovered amid 
the noisy admiration and loud excite- 
ment of the neighbors and all who had 
witnessed the scene. 

The poor little crippled boy was for- 
gotten but still shaking with fear; his 
face was full of wonder and gratitude. 
“She risked her life for me,” he mut- 
tered. “Oh, how wonderful! I can 
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never, never forget her goodness to me! 
May the great god Rai reward her !” 

Chandarilla felt very happy at having 
been able to use her precious mouth or- 
gan to save a life, and she told everyone 
that it was the Lord Jesus Christ who 
had heard her cry and helped her. 

When she returned to school, great 
was her joy to have her name added to 
the scholars’ roll of honor for brave 
deeds and self-sacrifice.
